Respite Owing to 
Traffic Tie-up, 
Fuel Shortage 

Vancouver (CUP) — Students at 
the University of British Columbia 
have been treated to a firve-day 
vacation due to a west coast'traffic 
tie-up. A severe fuel shortage, along 
with the worst traffic snarl' in 
years, caused a bus shortage. 

U.B.C. students are usually allot- 
ted seven buses to transport them 
to the campus, located on the out- 
skirls of Vancouver. Gas rationing, 
has reduced the number of private 
cars used by students, and has 
consequently increased the de- 
mands on bus service. 

It was also not deemed practical 
to keep the nuunoth heating plant 
of the University open for a small 
number of students. Several Uni- 
versity buildings are likely to be 
closed for some lime. However, 
lectures were expected to resume 
at the end of this week. 

Along witli the fuel shortage 
comes the possibility that bus ser- 
vice will be staggered. As a result, 
students will be required to at- 
tend 8.10 a.m. lectures, which carry 
onJIU.Md^ajn.

He showed that where 
plants live in a biokiglcal world, 
animals combined with iVtfae world 
of' objects. Man ineoiporates more- 
over the. "sense ot values." 

A doctor must approach his sub- 
ject from these three points of 
view.

The first letter was writ- 
ten to the Editor of the Journal 
in explanation of the second, 
which was an Ottawa reply to a 
request for information , in re- 
gards to obtaining employment 
permits. Students in science and 
engineering will find them sell 
explanatoiy: 

Dear Sir: , ' 

Herewith is a letter that I feel 
will be ot interest to many en- 
gineering students. It Is a reply to 
a letter of mine in which I asked 
for a permit to look lor work. 

Last year the Bureau published 
a list, similar to the one mentioned, 
that was forwarded to our Employ- 
ment Service. I interpret the let- 
ter to indicate that the same pro- 
cedure will be followed again, and 
that permits will be handled local- 
ly either by a: local Bureau repre- 
sentative' or by our Employment 
Service.

Method Considered 

Philoiophers to 
Hear Kiersted 
On Tueiday 

The Philosophical Society '.will 
meet next Tuesday evening, when 
Professor Kierstead of the Faculty 
ot Commerce will read a paper on 
some philosophical considerations 
which are important to the econo- 
mist 

Professor kierstead will deal with 
several points about which there 
has been a certain amount ot mis- 
understanding: the method of econ- 
oinie analysis; the alledged accept- 
ance by economists ot a utilitarian 
psychology In Its crudest form, and 
the social philosophy which is im- 
plicit in any economic theory. 

Considerable time will probably 
be-devoted^to this last point, be- 
cause nwfessor Kierstead feels that, 
w h i 1 e the ' econoihic ' theorist is 
necessarily pre-occupied with the 
material constitutent of the social 
good, the basic philosophy ot our 
welfare economics needs to be care- 
fully imderstood and reconsidered.

On the evening ot its third day, 
the International Student Service 
campaign had reached 66% ot its 
objective of $1,000 at McGlll. The 
Theologs have attained 120% of 
theh: goal ot fifty dollars by sub- 
scribing a total of $81. Engineering, 
including Architecture, comes sec- 
ond with 86%, while the School 
for Teachers are close behind with 
02%. The other faculties are listed 
below. 

The campaign on the "lower" 
campus is being extended till today. 
In Medicine and Dentistry, because 
of examinations and general diffi- 
culty in contacting students, the 
campaign will continue until the 
middle of next week. 

A check for $100 was received 
from W. M. Birks, a governor of 
McGill,-and a member ^of the' Can- 
adian Committee ot the i.S.S. Mem- 
bers of. thé various faculties wtil be 
solicited in the course ot the next 
few days. 

Here are the detailed reports 
from: the various faculties: 

THEOLOGY has donated $61, or 
122% of Its objective of $50. Coming 
from about forty students, the av- 
erage donation is about $1.50. 

ENGINEERING comes within 9 
percent, of their goal, having donat- 
ed over $144. R.V.C., ARTis and 
SCIENCE, together have a total of 
over $300. or 85 per cent of their 
objective of $350. The SCHOOL 
for TEACHERS report $23.10 to 
date, or . 02 per cent, ot their goal 
of $25. 

The GRADUATE NURSES have 
collected about $7.00 to date; while 
the' SOCIAL WORKERS' campaign 
is Just getting underway. 

Reports are still to come from 
Commerce. Law. Medicine and Den- 
tistry. However, first year Medi- 
cine, which only started Its cam- 
paign yesterday, has collected $21 
from forty students, with seventy- 
five students yet not canvassed.

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Library Utterly 
Corrupt

(This is the fourth of a series of 
articles by a Varsity staff writer on 
exitthig conditions In the University 
of Toronto and its environs.) . 

When r visited the University of 
Toronto Library at about 10:10 a.m. 
in the morning, one day last week, 
I was amazed at tho openness with 
Which certain corruption was being 
carried. on. 

Long lines of , alûdcnU.; of both 
texet wore maktog paymehtt to the 
librarians. Apparently this is a daily 
and well-regulated procedure ns 
signs on the desks announce that no 
payments will be accepted until 
after 10 o'clock. I was given to 
understand that a' number of male 
ttuderits make regular daily contri- 
butions to the maintenance o£ the 
women behind the counter. 

There are ; tépùrate |j','readlng" 
rooms for men and women, althougn 
they frequently mhiglc in the "re- 
ference" rooms or loiter about the 
front door smoking "cigarettes" and 
carrying on "conversation". 

I was told that there arc other 
"reading rooms" scattered about 
the campus where men and women 
sit on opposite sides of the room In 
full sight of each other and even 
some where no segregation regula- 
tions are in force. 

In the back of the library are the 
stacks, which senior students, with 
the tacit consent of thé librarians, 
are frequently observed entering 
alone and leaving unaccompanied. 

"They go in there to search for 
books," a librarian explained. I 
Jotted this down on my pad and 
resolved to go and search for books 
myself sometime. ■ 

An even more ominous note it 
given these practices when it. it 
realized that all persons using the 
ttackt do so with the written con- 
tent of their professors. Professors 
have even been observed using the 
stacks themselves. 

Reading rooms are frequently 
congested and noisy. The noise of 
people turning pages and scribbling 
notes is appalling. I observed with 
disgust the number of foreign- 
language books being read. 

Effect of actual wartime condi- 
tions on the Library can be Judged 
rom signs posted about -Its halls 
which order all students to take 
shelter in the men's "reading room" 
and turn out, all lights In case a 
blackouts is called.

miles beyond the Otawa city limits. 
Promotion and salary increases to 
$1680 and $1600 are dependent on 
the increasing value of the em- 
ployee's services to the Department 
With very few exceptions all 
vacancies occur at Ottawa and all 
expenses incurred in travellins to 
and from the examination centres 
as well as when reporting for work, 
must be borne by the applicants. 

In view of the continuous nature 
of the work and the length of time 
required to train new employees, 
assignments cannot be considered 
for part-time employment.
